STOESSEL'S REPORT. 


Says 
Japs 
Were 
Repulsed 
After 


Three 
Days' 
Fighting. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 8.— An official 


report 
from 
Lieutenant 
General 


Stoessel, commanding the 
military 


forces at Port Arthur, says that tie 
Japanese were repulsed with tremen- 
dous IUKS in a three days' fight from 
July 20 to July 28. 


General Kuropatkin reports 
from 


Liao Yung some small Russian suc- 
cesses iu outpost fighting up to Aug. 
5, without the expected great battle 
having been opened. 


The simultaneous receipt of favor- 


able news from these commanders in • 
the far east raised the spirits of those 
in the Russian capital 
immensely. 


The dispatches were printed in spe- 
cial newspaper bulletins and were 
eagerly bought up on the streets. The 
npwsboys around the depots met the 
returning crowds of Sunday pleas- 
ure-seekers and shouted their wares 
without being reproved by the police, 
and thousands of St. Petersburgera 
went to their homes apparently satis- 
fied that a favorable turn of affairs 
had commenced at the front. 
- Genera,! Stoesset&_(iiSi>atch. though 
10 days old, is taken as a satisfactory 
refutation 
of the recently repeated 


rumors of the -fall of Port Arthur. He 
states that the determined Japanese 
assaults were repulsed with tremen- 
dous loss, and figures 10,000 as the 
number of Japanese killed or wound- 
ed. 
This is admittedly on Chinese 


information, 
which 
heretofore ,haj 


proved to be of exceedingly doubtful 
value. 
But with Russian losses of 


1.500 
as a basis, the authorities here 


consider that 10,000 is a fairly con- 
servative estimate, since the 
Jap- 


anese were beaten off on what must 
have been a desperate assault on tre- 
mendously 
strong fortresses. 
The 


fact that the Japanese were not able 
to remove their dead or wounded is 
taken to show that their defeat must 
have been one of great severity. The 
part played by the fleet demonstrates 
that Rear Admiral Withoft is able to 
render efficient support to the garri- 
Bon. It is considered significant that 
no mention is made of Vice Admiral 
Togo, indicating that the Japanese 
fleet is impotent to aid friend or in- 
jure foe. 
Possibly the bulk of the 


fleet has been detached for other ser- 
vice, though this would not be likely 
at a time when a serious land assault 
on the fortress was contemplated. 


The authorities do not divulge the 


source of General Stoessel's report, 
though it is understood that it came 
by way of Chefoo. The fact that the

Or-noral Kuropatkin's report states 


that the Japanese are stationary on 
his eastern front, the greatest activ-

While the 
movements in themselves are appar- 
ently of no great importance, they 
are interesting in showing that the 
Japanese are stiil halting before un- 
dertaking the serious task of attack- 
ing Liao Yang with its strong circles 
of defenses.

Che Process That Begins When the 


Two Are Mixed. 


It is not correct to say that salt dis- 


solves ice. since real solution only takes 
place when a solid, liquid or gas is 
dissolved in a liquid. 


The true explanation of the fact that 


ice melts when common Milt is added 
to it depends upon the simple physical 
principle that when a salt is dissolved 
In water heat is absorbed, aud its tem- 
perature is lowered. When salt and 
ice are mixed together some of the salt 
dissolves in the small amount of wa- 
ter which is always present, the tem- 
perature is thereby lowered, aud a new 
frwzing point is established. 


The remainder of the ice—being at a 


temperature higher than this new 
freezing point- slowly melts, and more 
salt is dissolved until the solution is 
saturated. The temperature ?an in this 
way be lowered to 22 degrees C., which 
is the freezing point of a defini'e com- 
pound of salt and water. 


The salts dissolved in sea waters 


serve a very important purpose, as it 
requires a greater degree of cold to 
cause the formation of Ice on them 
than on fresh water.

The Chinese Once L'sed Small Bronce 


Knives For Money. 


Knife money, a species of ancient 


Chinese currency, was associated with 
the state of Ts'i, one of the most pow- 
erful of the early subdivisions of the 
Celestial Empire, which came into pow- 
er B. C. 1122 and was subdued by the 
rival state of Ts'in, B. C. 224. This 
quaint form of money consisted of 
small curved bronze knives, some seven 
inches in length, with inscribed blades 
and handles terminating in rings. 


This knife money dropped out of use 


with the reduction of Ts'i, but was re- 
vived by the usurper Wang Mang, who 
was murdered A. D. 23. The issues of 
this potentate were half as long again 
as the earlier currency. They were also 
much thicker, and the ring at the end of 
the handle was replaced by a rim and 
central square hole resembling the hole 
in the modern "cash." Other Chinese 
currencies of great antiquity and of 
similar sort were adze money, or small 
hatchets, with such varieties of tool 
currency as chisels, spades and planes, 
all of which passed from hand to hand 
in the ordinary way as a circulating 
medium.

Fly Driver*. 


Many remedies have been tried with 


varying satisfaction, but nothing that 
we know of has proved more effective 
than seal or fish oil and crude carbolic- 
acid, in tli* proportion of a table.spoon- 
ful of carbolic acid to a quart of oil, 
says Ainurican Cultivator. 
It is a 


good deal of trouble to apply it with a 
brush. To be quite effective it should 
be applied twice a week, but it will 
be found a great help if applied once 
a week. Another preparation that is 
highly recommended is a mixture of 
pine tar and lard, in the proportion of 
one part of the former to ten parts of 
the latter. It is put on with u cloth 
and rubbed down the.neck. back, chest 
and loins when the flies are most 
troublesome. For a spraying mixture 
that may be made at home there is 
perhaps nothing better than coal oil 
emulsion—a mixture of kerosene and 
soapsuds shaken together. 
This has 


to be applied almost every day when 
the flies are bad, as it evaporates in 
the course of several hours.

Cochins Versna "Wyandottes. 


I have raised Cochins and Wyan- 


dottes side by side for some years and 
have found that the Cochins lay more 
eggs per hen in a year than the Wyan- 
dottes, says a Michigan farmer in 
American Agriculturist. I had a num- 
ber of pullets of each breed that were 
hatched the same day and raised to- 
gether, one flock in either half of the 
same house. The Cochins began lay- 
ing in December, and by the time the 
Wyandottes started, which was in 
March, had laid over 200 eggs. 
They 


also weighed two pounds each more 
than the Wyandottes. 


Brans For Sheep. 


A report of a German experiment 


has been received at the department 
of agriculture of the digestibility of 
brans fed to sheep—wheat and rye 
brans and bran resulting from old 
fashioned milling as against that from 
modern machinery. It appears that 
the rye bran was more thoroughly di- 
gested than wheat bran, and that, as 
it might be expected, the bran obtain- 
ed by modern milling has a lower nu- 
tritive value than old fashioned bran, 
since the latter is not so entirely di- 
vested of the other portions of the 
grain.

Bo Dangerous an Enemy a* the Jap- 


anese, He Declares, Russia Has Nev- 
er Met—Russians Fight Indifferent- 
ly, Under Compulsion, He Says—-Why 
So Many Officers Are Killed. 


The following extract from a letter 


of a Russian staff officer at the front, 


c-SsCtl to a journalist on a St. Pe- 


tersburg paper, appeared in a recent 
number of the Stuttgart Osvobozhde- 
nie, and requires no comment, says the 
London Times: 


If our official sources of information 


are occasionally compelled, for political 
reasons, to observe silence, -we can all 
understand the reason. We can all un- 
derstand why silence was maintained 
as to the loss of nearly 8,000 men at Ya- 
fangow (Telissn), and also as to.the 
loss by one regiment of its colors, that 
sacred object of military honor. We can 
all understand why nothing -was said 
as to our hasty retreat before an enemy 
only equal in numbers. But what we 
cannot understand is the effort made 
by Journalists to keep the public in an 
optimistic frame of mind, to distort 
facts as much as possible and to write 
of that of which they kno-w nothing. If 
you -will read attentively the official 
report you will see that on June 14 the 
nemy bad only two incomplete divi- 
lons, -while we had two and a half, 
loreover, with us a regiment consists 


four battalions, save in the east 


iberian units, which have three. We 
ad also two brigades of artillery— 


that is, ninety-sis guns—besides a Cos- 
ack horse battery with nine guns, the 
rimorsky dragoons and two regiments 
f Cossacks.

he Japanese is not to be feared or ' 
leserves the contempt which our cus- 
om is to shower upon this civilized 
nation. I have a right to speak, for 


have spent a considerable time in 
apan, and I tell you frankly that I 


often blushed for my country when I 
compared many things there and here. 


An enemy so dangerous, whether as 


regards persistenjce, readiness for war 
or moral strength, Russia has never 
met. Japan is a dangerous enemy for 
this reason: Our soldier, unfortunately, 
despite valor and resignation, is in- 
'erior to the Japanese soldier in dis- 
cipline, and, what is still more impor- 
tant, fights with indifference, under 
compulsion. For the Japanese this is 
a war for an idea, which penetrates all 
without exception, from the minister 
to the husbandman. Here you have the 
reason for such incidents as occurred 
at Chongchu—you are probably un- 
aware of this—where the Cossacks 
refused to charge, and as a result we 
ost three officers. It is from this fact, 
and not from the color of the uniforms, 
which, ever since Kuropatkin's arrival, 
have 
been 
undistinguishable 
from 


those of the men, that the true reason 
is to be found for the large percent- 
age of losses among the officers. 


Our Transbaikal and Siberian Cos- 


sacks are our -weak point. In conse- 
quence of their loose behavior and 
want of preparation for active service 
they are of little use to us. 


Our officers, as a whole, especially 


those trained in the Junker schools? are 
undoubtedly inferior to the Japanese 
as regards professional training. The 
majority, it is needless to say, go un- 
der fire not for the sake of an idea (the 
only idea that could have any force 
with us would be self interest), but for 
the sake of tradition or for distinction. 
But they do not consciously die for 
their country's sake, for its good, be- 
cause it is evident upon anything like 
an attentive consideration of the mac- 
ter, that we are in the wrong. If you 
only knew what we did during the 
Chinese campaign! One's heart bleeds. 
It is not without reason that the Chi- 
nese stand openly on the side of the 
Japanese, their ancient enemies. 


We have the greater chances of vic- 


tory, but the guarantee of these chances 
lies in the Baltic squadron alone, for 
we cannot secure victory now by mere

THE SUBWAY TAVERN. 


Criticisms of Bishop Potter's 


Model New York Saloon. 


DIVEESITTOP OPINIONS EXPRESSED 


•erne Paatora Prolne Fearless Inde- 


pendence of the Movement — Tie 


i Btehop*B Participation In Dedicat- 


ing Model Saloon Unnecessary. Says 
Robert Graham—View of a Woman 
Temperance Worker. 


By his recent participation in the pub- 


lic dedication of the Subway tavern, a 
model saloon at Mulberry and Bleecker 
streets, in New York, the announced 
object of which is to lessen the evils of 
Intemperance, Bishop Henry C. Potter 
of Xew York has provoked a veritable 
tempest of protests, denunciations and 
criticism from clergymen and prohibi- 
tionists in all parts of the country, says 
the Xew York Herald. 


Bishop Potter is a trustee of the 


Cbnrch Temperance society in Xew 
Yo*k. Robert Graham, a leading tem- 
perance worker and founder of the so- 
ciety, who visited the Subway tavern, 
said that, in his opinion, Bishop Potter 
had laid himself open to severe criti- 
cism in helping to add another to Xew 
York's already large number of saloons. 


Many clergymen 
also objected 
to 


Bishop Potter's statement that the ef- 
fort to abolish the saloon was "one of 
the most comic and tragic failures of 
history." 
Scores of letters and tele- 


grams reached the bishop from men 
and women eminent in the temperance 
cause, pleading with him to reconsider 
his course in helping to advertise a 
saloon and soda water fount from 
•which beer was sold. 


At the Subway tavern however, the 


denunciations of clergymen and temper- 
ance advocates had the effect of caus- 
Ijg a golden harvest to fill the cash 
registers. Thirsty and curious throngs 
began to fill the place during the early 
morning hours, and the rush continued 
until the tavern doors were closed for 
the nighlt. 
Taking advantage of tne 


fact that his establishment tor the time 
being occupied a prominent place in the 
public eye, the manager of the tavern 
placed a big blackboard beside the 
front entrance on which the following 
legend was scrawled in chalk: 


"Yes, this is the saloon dedicated by 


Bishop Potter. You are welcome." 


Joseph Johnson, the tavern manager, 


expressed his satisfaction over the -way 
business tras' "booming. "I'll tell you 
one thing," said Johnson," "I have been 
here since the opening, and not a sin- 
gle intoxicated person has entered the 
doors." 


In discussing his visit to the tavern 


and Bishop Potter's attitude regarding 
the novel institution Mr. Robert Gra- 
ham, founder and manager of the 
Church Temperance society, said: "I 
do not think that the bishop by lending 
his presence to rhe dedication of the 
tavern meant to antagonize the tem- 
perance movement. lie is, it is true, a 
trustee of the Church Temperance so- 
ciety, but only nominally so, for he 
never attends our meetings. 


"But he has made himself liable to 


severe criticism by making an address 
at the opening of the saloon. It will be 
said by many persons that Bishop Pot- 
ter could have occupied himself with 
better employment. As it is there are 
far too many saloons in New York city, 
and it seems rather unnecessary, to say 
the least, for the bishop to aid in add- 
ing another to the list. 


"The unwise feature of the saloon, in 


my opinion, however, is the soda foun- 
tain where beer is sold. A place where 
women may enter and seat themselves 
to drink soda, beer or stronger drinks is 
not likely to aid in lessening the evils 
of intemperance. There can be no two 
opinions about the danger of a place of 
this sort which is sanctioned by high 
church authorities leading young men 
into temptation. Personally I think it 
is a great mistake for them to sell 
•whisky. Those who are working for 
the public good should not be liquor sa- 
loon keepers. 


"I am glad my hand is not in this 


movement, for I do not be'ieve that a 
•church organization has the right to 
provide liquors. 
I have talked with 


•Earl Grey about moderate; drinking in 
England. He told n-c of three small 
places in Scotland where the saloons 
•were entirely controlled and directed 
by the -workingmen. In the^e places the 
plan was successful, but Earl^Grey has 
not yet solved the liquor problem for 
large cities, which is the problem we 
face today. I do not beiie\e in attack- 
ing this tavern from all points. 
Its 


promoters should h:ne a fair oppor- 
tunity to prove their claims, and I hope 
they will be equally fair about ad- 
mitting their failure it" they fail. Much 
depends on the men in charge, and I 
hope the directors have chosen wisely.'' 


Many members 
of the 
Woman's 


Christian Temperance union did not 
hesitate to express their disapproval of 
the bishop's course. Mrs. Belle de Ri- 
vera, vice president of the New York 
fity Federation of Women's Clubs, said 
that whatever might be the personal 
opinion and ynotive of Bishop Potter, he 
was supposing a scheme that v>a» de- 
cidedly wrong. 


"It is a groat pity," said Mrs. do Ri- 


vera, "that the bishop of Xew York 
should take the stand he has for any 
ealoon, however it ihay be conducted. 
No matter whether it is a better drink- 
ing place than others, the results of 
drinking are bad in the great majority 
of cases, and no clergyman should give 
his sanction to intoxicants."

ing ceremony which formally launch- 
ed the drinking place. 


"The world is getting worse and 


worse." she declared, "when a thins 
!ike this is possible. I would not have 
believed It!'' 


Then she peaked Into the "water 


wagou" department—at the soda foun- 
tain which also runs beer. She read 
this placard:

"That is a lying, misleading sign;' 


she declared, ''and I am sorry for the 
poor souls who will be led astray by it. 
If Sister Nation were only here!" 


Bishop Samuel Fallows of St. Paul's 


Reformed Episcopal church in Chicago 
lauds the action of Bishop Henry U. 
Potter. Bishop Fallows himself con- 
ducted a similar experiment in Chicago. 
He said: 


"Bishop Potter is one of the few men 


in the country who are endeavoring to 
deal in a practical manner with the 
saloon evil. His sympathies are with 
the workingman. In this Subway sa- 
loon movement he is following the plan 
adopted by Earl Grey and a very large 
number of the Church of England 
clergy. Conditions are different in this 
country, and American sentiment is not 
in favor of thus meeting the saloon 
problem. I thoroughly believe that the 
most feasible way of antagonizing the 
saloon is to provide a proper substitute, 
and in this substitute saioon no in- 
toxicating liquors of any kind should 
be sold." 


Among the most ardent advocates of 


temperance in Xew York are the Paul- 
ist Fathers, says the Xew York Herald. 
Kev. John J. Hughes said of Bishop 
Potter's action that it reminded him 
of an incident that had happened in 
the church in Father Hecker's time. 


"A man came here," he said, "and 


told Father Hecker that he wanted to 
open a saloon in the parish. 
'You 


know,' he added, 'that I'm a good, law 
abiding man, and I want to conduct 
the saloon on good" moral lines, and I 
don't want you to oppose me in opening 
it. If you will consent I promise to 
comply with any stipulations you may 
make for me in running it. ' 


" 'All right,' Father Ilccker answer- 


ed, 'you can go abend if you will com- 
ply with lay conditions. The first is 
that you will have none but archangels 
for barkeepers.' 


''It is unnecessary to say," continued 


Father Hughes, "that there was no 
need of mentioning the other condi- 
tions. 
My opinion on the subject is 


that laid down by all the Catholic bish- 
ops, who say in the decrees of the 
council of Baltimore as to those en- 
gaged in the sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors: 


•' 'Let them, if possible, choose some 


more honorable way of making a liv- 
ing.' " 


Bishop Potter's action, though con- 


demned by some ministers in Cincin- 
nati, is not without supporters. The 
Rev. Philip Y. Peudleton, Christian, is 
grieved by his example and regards his 
action as a regrettable mistake. The 
Rev. Pavid Kinney, Reformed Presby- 
terian, says that the dedication of the 
ta^s ern was "as incongruous as a pray- 
er meeting in hell" and insists that the 
participator should be expelled from 
his chtirch. 


The Rev. C. \V. Blodgett, Methodist, 


is emphatic in his condemnation. Rabbi 
Louis Grossman. Jewish; the Rev. Dud- 
ley \V. Rhodes, Episcopal, and the Rev. 
Father 
Mackay, 
Roman 
Catholic, 


praise the fearless independence of the 
movement and see in it a philanthropic 
enterprise devoid of pedantry, 
not

Fuither experiments proved to Xyn- 
dall that lie had at last discovered the 
secret of the blue c olor of the sky, 
•which had puzzled the greatest philoso- 
phers of all ages. 


Lord Rayleigh, t:>o famous professor 


of experimental physics at Cambridge, 
England, and one ot Kini? Edward's 
original twelve member* of the new 
order of merit, imc-stisated Tyudall's 
theory of the color of the sky by pro 
found mathematical researches extend- 
ing over many years. He connrmed 
Tyndall's theoiy that the blue arises 
from the reflection of sunlight from 
small particles in the- air less than one 
one-hundred thousandth of an inch in 
diameter. 


These atomic panicles fill the atmos- 


phere, and by reflecting the blue part 
of the sun's light mve the dome of the 
heavens a bluish tint 


Some of these jiarticles are water, 


but most of them are composed of the 
oxygen and nitrogen of the air. 


Professor T. J. .7. See of the United 


States navy is one of the American 
scientists who studied the subject in 
another aspect. Ho observed the coior 
of the sky in various altitudes, in high 
mountains and in ilry and moist coun- 
tries, such as Ejrrpt and Greece and 
Arizona and the Mississippi valley 
His conclusion is that the beautiful red 
colors of sunsets and .sunrises so much 
spoken of by Gieek and Roman wiiters 
and so often illustrated in la-ndscape 
painting arises fiom water vapor in 
the lower regions of the atmosphere, 
absorbing the I''1"1 and transmitting 
the red light. 
According to Dr. See. 


the reddish coluis come from that part 
of our air within five miles of the 
earth's surface, Y\ iaile the deep blue of 
the sky arises from reflections of mi- 
nute particles in the higher parts of 
our atmosphere 


The water vapor does not extend 


very high, clouds never rising higher 
than ten mile., above the earth. 
The 


blue streaks cast by clouds at sunset 
show that the led arises near the 
earth, -while the blue has its seat very 
high up. 
Above the atmosphere the 


sky has all the blai kness of tbe darkest 
night. 


Professor See watched the duration 


of the blue sky after dark and found it 
to continue lor .iltout an hour and fif- 
teen minute«, and from this he shows 
that the atmosiihc-e extends to a height 
of fully 130 mile-. Astronomer* have 
usually found the height of the atmo- 
sphere by computing the height of me- 
teors, but none ever made the height 
of the atmosphere over 100 miles.

scientists have heietofore supposed.
